Priority

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 21-27 are allowed over prior arts. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts of record fail to anticipate and/or render obvious, either solely or in 
combination, a radiographic image input apparatus comprising, among other features, a selecting 
section which selects from a storage section a correction value corresponding to an extracted size 
of a recording member (Claim 1). 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure: 

I) Tsuchiya (US 5,760,416) discloses an apparatus for reading a radiographic image on a 
stimulable phosphor sheet, including a scanner having a rotatable polygon mirror and a 
correcting circuit. 

II) Horikawa et al. (US 4,498,006) discloses an image readout system in which a 
stimulable phosphor sheet carrying a radiation image stored thereon is exposed to stimulating 
rays which causes it to emit light in the pattern of the read of the stored image. 

III) Hejazi (US 5,376,806) discloses a storage phosphor imaging system including a 
source of stimulating light, a scanner, and a photodetector for converting the emitted light x-ray 
image into an x-ray image signal.
